seems to be contruiling the moon so us 
to prevent it from revolving on ita axis 
—it coostantly baving the same side 
turned toward the earth, suggesting 
this, Aad If there is any vege‘ation on 
the moon's surface, it is probably all on 
this side—due to the influence of earths 
nature, Which reachesthere through the 
agency of the same powrr that controls 
itas a body on the whole. But this 
need concern us Just now, for it is doubt- 
ful if the earto’s iufluence on the 
moon is sufficient to show any marked 
change in the eontrol during the space 
of a thousand years, aud we may rest 
iu peace for the present—leaving future 
generations to luvent or discover some 
instrument or method by which these 
changes may be taken note of, 

In the meautime we will continue 
our journey, traveling at the rate of a 
mile a minute to see what ison the 
other side of the moou--the side which 
is constantly turned away from us.
